The expansion of the national league is long overdue. 
The entry. of full time professionalism into the ranks of all 
Ericsson Cup teams is essential. 

The appointment of a committee by Soccer Australia to 
examine the implementation of full time professionalism is 
to be applauded. This committee's terms of reference 
include how to stem the tide of players leaving these 
shores for foreign lands. 

They have a challenging task when a 17 year old, 
untried Aussie can be signed by England's Liverpool and 

Most youths are happy to 
earning a little bit of pocket money at a supermarket oF | 
a fast food franchise wilh no more ambition than to buy & 

car. 

Whatever comes out of the SA committee's 
deliberations, if the revenue can be generated to enable 
players io be paid the $100,000 a season necessary, then j 
clubs will need to employ financial advisers. Players 
eaming Die incomes will need careful advice, guidance 
and counselling to ensure they dont fritter away their new 
found wealth on cars, drink and gambling. Unfortunately 
this is often the case overseas, oe layers are lucky 
enough to find o good pariner who ie after them and 
their money to ensure that it accumulates te help sustain 
them through the years following their soccer career. Not |]

apanese club Sanfrecce 

Hiroshima has revealed 

that Australian coach 

Eddie Thomson had applied 

to take control of the J- 
e side, 

Soccer Australia issued a 
four paragraph release saying 
it was Thomson who had been 
approached about the job 

‘What does Thommo say? 

“{ am not going anywhere - 
this is all speculation! 

“All that has happened is 
that 1 was approached in 
South Africa by an agent 
acting for the club 
(Sanfrecce). Certain things 
were put to me and that’s that. 
‘This has all got out of hand”, 

A spokesman for the J- 
League club admitted the 
Australian coach had initiated 
talks and was a front-runner 
for the position, but scoffed at 
reports that Hiroshima was 
near to signing a $500,000 per 
season deal with Thomson, 

“We are discussing the 
possibility of him coaching in 
the future and if the time is 
proper he may come to 
Jupan.” a spokesman from 
Hiroshima was reported to 
have said “But we have not 
signed any contract yet and 
we are not only talking to 
people from Australia we are 
also in touch with people from 
Europe as well.” 

He said that Thomson was 
seen as a highly successful 
coach and was well regarded 
in Japan. 

The coaching vacancy at 
Jowly-placed Sanfrecce arose 
after Dutchman Wim Jansen 
resigned last month 

Eddie Thomson has 
acknowledged that he is open 
to offers despite being under 
contract to the Socceroos until 
the completion of their 1998 
World Cup campaign. His 
existing Soccer Australia 
package is worth about 
$180,000 

However, there have been 
growing rumblings of 
discontent over the past 18 


months about his coaching 
methods, which many 
detractors claim is too 
defence-orientated. 

‘The reaction of Australia’s 
soccer authorities hardly helps 
the situation when a 
spokesman specified that 
although Thomson had not yet 
signed a deal, if he did go, 
Soccer Australia would move 
quickly to replace him. 

This is not surprising as 
rumours abound of a small but 
influential group within the 
game who have been Irying 
for some time to femove the 
Australian National Team 
coach 


Tn fact, further reports from 
the soccer grapevine speculate 
that this ‘group’ seized on the 
Hiroshima story and have 
used it as a lever to roll him 
out of the post. 

‘Thomson claimed,'It is sad 
when people from Soccer 
Australia are being quoted in 
the papers as saying some 
commissioners would be 
happy to see me go and that 
those quotes are not attributed 
to.any numey 

It is no secret that Eddie 
Thomson and David Hill 
‘don’t see eye to eye’ and 
according to some Socceroo 
players it all came out into the 


open in South Africa during 
the Simba Cup Tournament 
recently. 

The pair had a toe to toe 
confrontation fuelled by Hills’ 
accusation that Thomson ran 
an ‘undisciplined’ team. The 
Aussie trainer countered 
vehemently that nobody could 
be blamed for Popovich's 
sending off as even the 
Ghanaian referree himself had 
admitted to having made a 


mistake. 

The whole affair seems to 
be turning into a typical and 
unfortunately not-unfamiliar 
‘storm’ which hits the game in 
Australia regularly. 

In fact the dust from the 
‘Logo-Affair’ involying Hill 
and several Ericsson League 
clubs has hardly settled and 
already there is a danger that 
the scandal sheets and ramour 
mongers are about to be 
treated ‘to yet another 
pantomime of mud-slinging 
and muck-raking which the 
game can ill afford. 

Thomson has __ been 
unavailable for comment since 
the story broke and calls to his 
home haye been answered by 
the recorded message,

he Ericsson Cup’s

Warriors, defeated one of 
the leagues founding 
members to clinch the

The team, put together in 
the last few weeks, has 
impressed many observers 
including defeated coach 
Manfred Schaefer. 

“T think they will do very 
well in the competition,” 
Schafer said afterwards. 

“They have seven or eight 
established players, but to 
have them playing as a unit is 
Very surprising.” 

A solitary goal, two 
minutes into the second half, 
was enough to win it. 

Skipper Kimon Taliadoros 
played a through ball for ex- 
South Melbourne player Con 
Boutsianis to lift it over Bob 
Catlin. 

The Warriors had probably 
deserved their lead. Several 
fine pieces of play were 
produced by Andy Vlahos, 
John Waddell, on occasions 
Goran Lozanoyski and most 
notably man of the match, 
Enmie Tapai. 


Waddell has spurned a 
great chance earlier when a 
typically accurate Lozanovski 
cross found him on the back. 
post but he snatched at his 
shot and sent it over the bar. 

Marconi looked out of sorts 
in the first half, perhaps 
surprised a little by 
Collingwood, but combined 
well enough after conceding 
the goa] to perhaps have 
puuled one back. 

Brendan Renaud got more 
and more into the game the 
longer it went, causing some 
problems for Collingwood’s 
relatively inexperienced 
defence. 

They were only minor 
problems however, as Dean 
Fak and South Australian Rick 
Cerrachio looked very 
comfortable at this level. 

Luke Casserly pushed 
further up as time ran out to 
try to help the visitors find an 
equaliser. Collingwood did 
well to thwart them, 
particularly in one 15 minute 
spell. 
Matthew Bingley was 
thrown up front, after Francis 
Awaritefe was substituted, and 
he nearly provided the leveller 
on two occasions.

T would like to recount 
from memory a very frank 
and revealing article written 
many years ago just prior to 
the disastrous selection of 
Rudi Guttendorf as national 
coach on the selection process 
or criteria of that era.

Geelong Soccer Club player- 
coach Slobode (Bobby) 
Stojeevski has three. He 
coaches the Green Gully 
Reserves in the Premier 
as assistant to Chris 
Taylor, and also looks after 
the Green Gully youth team 
in the National Youth 
League, whic 
h kicks off in a weeks time. 
Former Geelong coach 
Michael Miceyski, who has 
played a big part in 
Stojcevski’s career over the 
years, recruited him as a 
player in 1995, after finding 
that Green Gully played most 
of its matches on a Sunday. 
Stojcevski then retired from 
the club at the end of the 1995 
season along with Micevski 
after Geelong narrowly 
missed promotion, but was 
persuaded to return as a player 
after the start of the 1996 
season. 
When David Huddart 
resigned as coach early in the 
campaign, the Geelong 
committee approached 
Stojcevski to take over. After 
explaining to Green Gully that 
he needed senior coaching 
experience, his other club was 
determined not to lose him 
and agreed to a pay rise and 
rescheduling of his duties so 
he could train twice a week 
with Geelong and play in their 
matches. Going into the last 
round of State League 
Division Four, Geelong 
needed to beat Yarraville 
away to win the title. If 
Geelong lost or drew, then it 
stood to miss promotion 
altogether as North Coburg 
United was only a point 
behind. In front of one of the 
biggest crowds of the season, 
Geelong got up by a single 
goal from Vlado Stojanovski 
to crown another successful 
year for Stojcevski, who 


seems to have both the talent 
and the edge of luck, which 
Napoleon wanted in his 
generals. 

Tn the last two years, Taylor 
and Stojcevski have set up an 
integrated structure at Green 
Gully, whereby the Under ie 
to the Youth come unt 
senior coach’s responsil is 
with Stojcevski doing most of 
the co-ordination. Young 
players are looked after at 
each stage and know what is 
required of them as they move 
up through the levels. It has 
been a successful partnership 
producing four key youngsters 
who slotted into the Green 
Gully seniors which reached 
the play-offs in the Premier 
League, keeper Chris Vella, 
striker Vlad Babic, now being 
sought by Collingwood 
Warriors, Adam Cimino, 
captain of the victorious 
Victorian schoolboys and 
Dean Stafrace. Along the 
way, Stojcevski coached the 
Green Gully Reserves to their 
championship by a record 
margin and the Harry 
Armstrong Cup in 1996, the 
first time Green Gully had 
done this double in its history. 

Born in the former 
Yugoslavia, Bobby Stojcevski 


+ came to Australia at the age of 


eight and had a successful 
junior career at Footscray 
JUST, along with his elder 
brother Vasko, culminating in 
selection for the Australian 
Schoolboys team, After three 
years in the National Soccer 
League with JUST, he did a 
mechanical engineering 
degree at Footscray Institute 
and continued to play with 
Polonia, winning the State 
League. He moved on to 
Westgate and Werribee, 
before moving to Green Gully 
ina coaching role. 

Why did that happen? “} 
was becoming too slow as a 
player, but my mind was still 
working at a frantic pace. The

only way I could keep my 
mind working at a frantic pace 
was to turn to coaching.” 
What was it about coaching 
that attracted you? “Every 
time I played with young kids, 
I had always been a good 
guiding role for them because 
Thad a good rapport with 
them. They can’t actually 
joke around with me, I’m a bit 


too serious for that. The 
Tespect factor came into it, 
whatever I said they learned 
from. It has developed into a 
hunger from then on.” 

Like all good coaches, 
Stojcevski has a clear set of 
ideas about the game. 
“Football is a thinking game. 
People need to express 
themselves. They need to 


make decisions. They need to 
be encouraged to play to their 
fullest, You can do that while 
playing under a certain 
structure. discipline doesn’t 
mean not dribbling. I had 
Robbie Noggler doing that, do 
you think I'd take that away? 
But when you try doing that 
and lose the ball, the 
discipline comes in chasing 


back.” 
Stojcevski sees the 
National Youth League as the 


key for clubs like Green 
Gully. “The main 
development that you do is in 
the summer season, when you 
have ground to play on and 
you are not competing with 
twenty junior teams for space 
to play. You are not running 
around through mud. You are 
playing against clubs of the 
calibre of South Melbourne 
and Melbourne Knights with 
their senior players, so in the 
summer it is 70-80 per cent 
education, the rest is 
motivation. In winter it is the 
feverse, you have to just 
plough through the mud to get 
through it, so there is.no time 
for education. We are going 
to take this a step forward this 
season with the Vic Health 
Youth League and the Under 
15s. We have people there 
like Joe Tibone and John Gatt. 
So we are not just teaching 
kids but teaching coaches as 
well.” 

You are an ambitious man, 
you want to go forward in the 
game? “I have some high 
goals for myself. My 
immediate goal is to be a 
premier league coach and that 


will happen one day. 
happens after that, we will 
have to see and reassess at the 
time.” 

So what have you learned 
about coaching in your short 
career? “When a coach comes 
into a club they try to protect 
their own regime. So it 
crumbles under whoever 
comes next, I don’t believe in 
that. We are brought in by the 
clubs to do a job for them. 
You have to put a structure in 
place which will survive. If 
you don’t then it is the wrong 
structure. If you set up the 
structure the right way, then 
success will come your way. 
At Green Gully in the last half 
a dozen games we played with 
Steve Douglas and John 
Waddell injured and we had 
the young players come in as 
leaders in the club.” 

Married to Nota, with three 

oung children, Bobby 
Rrojcevsk places great 
importance on the support of 
his close family. From that 
, Secure base he is developing a 
growing reputation as one of 
the most interesting coaching 
talents in the game today, with 
a bright future ahead of him,

E an age of multi-million 
pound transfer fees, most 
estimates of footballing 
talent are meaningless. But 
even now there are precious 
few players whose mere 
presence on the pitch 
quadruples gates, who once 
seen are literatly not 
forgotten.

jhe obvious place to be 

in England is Old 

Trafford where, with 
the new ground 
improvements in operation, 
an average of 54,762 people 
attend each match, far and 
away the best in the UK. 
Liverpool take second spot 
with 39,633, a very long way 
behind. But when is the best 
time to take your seat for the 
action? 

Before the first whistle 
would be the norm of course 
but would you miss much if 
you were held up in traffic? 
Ata Manchester United game, 
not really. They have a 
tendency to start slowly 
haying only netted three times 
in the first half of the game. 
It’s not until the last third of 
the first half and the first and 
last third’s of the seond, that 
they really do their damage - 
taking into account ALL 
league goals scored by them 
this term. 

Liverpool on the other 
hand, start the game quite 
briskly in the opening 15 
minutes but true to historical 
form, the second half belongs 
to them, scoring some 12 
goals during this period, twice 
as many as in the opening 45. 
Neighbours Everton are all 
action in the first half, but 
they haven’t found the back of 
the net in the last 30 minutes. 
Suffice to say, if you left any 
match early involving the 
Toffeemen, you wouldn’t miss 
them scoring on present form 
this year, unlike Arsenal who 
start quite well but have 
ground the opposition down, a 
Ta Liverpool, towards the end 
of the game. 

At the other end of the 
scale you would expect to find 
Wimbledon as having the 
lowest home support of any 
English Premier League side 
but you would be wrong! 
Though helped by a 25,000 
plus crowd on the opening day 
when Man United visitied “the 
smoke", they find themselves 
one place above bottom of the 
attendance table 
Southampton who have only 
managed a meagre 15,029 per 
game at home in 1996/97. No 
doubt that will increase if they 
start stringing a few good 
performances together soon. 
‘The Saints are also a side that 
find it hard to break down 
defences early on, indeed only 
netting on three occasions in 
the opening stanza but the 
second half has proved 
slightly more fruitful. The 
same can be said for the Sky 
Blues of Highfield Road who 
have netted once in the 
opening 45 minutes and a 
massive twice after the break. 
Looks like another long 
season ahead for Coventry. 

Supporters of both 
Coventry and Sheffield 
Wednesday can nip off after 
the half-hour mark for a cup 
of Bovril and a meat pie as the 
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chance of any action occurring 
in the last 15 minutes of the 
half is remote. Sunderland 
supporters can go home after 
the first 60 minutes because 
the only team likely to score 
after that is the opposition! 

Tn Scotland, surprisingly 
enough, it’s Celtic who head 
the attendances, albeit by a 
couple of hundred souls, from 
Rangers but they have played 
one less home match than. 
their great rivals. They appear 
to start games quite brightly 
and improve as the match 
wears on, but which teams 
don’t in all honesty? Rangers 
are very similar with both 
sides seeming to score goals at 
will but the blue side of 
Glasgow really hit top form 
between the 46 and 75 minute 
mark having found the target 
some ten times in this period, 

For Kilmarnock, Hearts and 
Hibernian fans, on current 
form, you can all go home 
after an hour and a quarter as 
none of these sides has 
managed to score after the 
first 75 minutes of play. In 
other words, whenever these 
sides meet this term, you can 
be safe in the knowledge that 
it’s all over by then so you 
might as well nip home early 
for a cuppa, especially when 
winter hits the hardest, 

With some 80 games 
having been played in the 
English Premiership to date 
during this 1996/97 season, 
the goal ratio is ruining at 
2.45 per game, 196 goals 
having been scored. Not bad 
but the Scottish Premiership 
beats this as in their 35 games 
to date, the ‘keeper has lifted 
the ball from the net on 106 
occasions for an aggregate of 
3.02 goals per game. When 
considering that Celtic, 
Rangers and Aberdzen have 
scored 63 between them, it 
does not leave a lot to be 
shared around the other seven 
sides in the division although 
Dunfermline are the only 
other club in double figures 
with 11,

Ihe chief prosecution 

witness in the match- 
rigging trial of Bruce 
Grobbelaar and two other 
soccer stars was ordered to 
be held in jail for seven days 
on Friday charged with 
attempting to pervert the 
course of justice. 

Chris Vincent, a former 
business partner — of 
Grobbelaar, was arrested on 
Tuesday, 

The charge sheet read out 
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at a court in Aldershot, 
southern England, said the 
Zimbabwean businessman 
allegedly contacted one of the 
defendants and offered to fail 
to tum up at the trial, due to 
start in January, in exchange 
for money. 

Vincent spoke only to 
confirm his name and the 
charge during the 50-minute 
hearing. He will return to 
court in a week’s time, 

Grobbelaar, a Zimbabwean 


international who played for 
Southampton and Liverpool in 
the-English league and is now 
with Plymouth, retired Aston 
Villa striker John Fashanu and 
Dutch-born Wimbledon 
goalkeeper Hans’Segers are 
accused of giving and taking 
bribes to fix the result of 
matches. 

They were charged after a 
police investigation prompted 
by media claims about the 
activities of an Asian 


gambling syndicate 
England’s premier league. 

Among the charges, 
Grobbelaar, now the 
Zimbabwean national coach, 
is accused of accepting 
$A4,600 from Vincent, in 
November 1994 for throwing 
an unspecified match. 

All of them deny the 
charges.
